CHINESE VIEWPOINT ON 
LIFE EXPOUNDED BY 
BISHOP SONG 


In the first of a series of three lectures on “The Problem of 
Life,” to be given by him at St. John’s Cathedral Hall, the Rt. Rev, 
‘Cheng-tai Song, Bishop of Chengtu, Szechuen, spoke yesterday on 


life, 


the Chinese viewpoint on 


illustrating his address with a 


biographical sketoh of the Chinese philosnphor, Li Erh-tsu. 


In introducing the speaker, Hon. 
Mr, M. K. Lo remarked that 
Bishop Song was the first Chinese 


“Bishop to” come ~ 

high Chinese officials and was 
considered one of the leading Cht- 
nese scholars in Western China. 


Li Erh-tsu, Bishop Song = ex- 
plained, was one of the great 
plilosophers of whori China has 
enjoyed a good: number jin her his- 
tory, and is revered to this day for 
the example he has set in the 
observance of filial plety. He was 
born in, Chowtze in Shans! in a 
jate year of the Ming Dynasty. 


His father had teen called away 
to leag .an expedition against 
bandits in the far away province 
of Shensi and had died on the ex- 
pedition, leaving Li Erh-tsu alone 
in the world with his mother. Mrs. 
Li was so grief+stricken that she 
had contemplated Joining her de- 
ceased husband in the other world 
but had been dissuaded from: thié 
by her son, who suggested that it 
would only. be correct in such cir- 

. cumstances for him'to die also ‘f 
she would, and thug the whole 
family line would become extinct. 


DEVOTED TO MOTHER 


Li Erh-tsu was very devoted 10 
his mother, and when she died he 
lived a whole three years ih close 
vicinity to her burial place. He 
was a fine example of the devoted 
son, and a temple: in honour. of 
his father was: erected. also’ in 
Shiengchan in Shensi to which 
town the young man:made a pll- 
.grimage some years -after his 
mother’s death to seek his remains, 

A highly educated man, L1 Erh- 
tsu Ww. already, well-known 
throughout the land ‘while he lived 
in his native place, but “In later 
years in ‘his travels he was visited 
by thousands of \ scholars who 
sought his teachings, - : 


The real nature of man, the 
philosopher taught, was spacious 
as the blue sky, bright as the 

, ie Ss 
night and {mniovable as _ the 
mountains, Man had first to dis- 
cover himself and then allow no 
mental image to hinder him from 
reaching God. 

Li Erh-tsu taught further that 
quietness and .pepose, of spirit was 
essential, ‘and ‘asked his students, 
“Do you dream? Is your sleep 
disturbed by visions? If so. you 


emotions. If you cannot control 
these forces-in your sleep, how 
can you contro} them in the other 
world? If you cannot master your 
Sleep, how can you master your 
death?” . 


TWO LESSONS 


The two great lessons tc be 
learned from the life of Li Erh- 
tsu, Bishop Song said, were those 
of ‘filial piety and -of quietness of 
the spirit. A good many people, 
busy with the staggering existence 
of everyday Hfe, neglected their 
homes and ' aged parents, and 
when the latter would depart from 
them .into another. Iife, they would, 
stop suddenly to ask themselves 
why they had not found. the time 
wo stay alt home by thelr fireside 
and comiort their old ‘mother and 
father, yl 

They neglect also to comfort and 
fortify themselves.in sptrit, and, 
j this can be achieved by g- ‘dually.

THE REFERENCE TO “FABULOUS RATES OF INTEREST” made 
by Mr, Justice P. E. F. Cressall, in a recent judgment, has attracted 
wider attention ‘than his Lordship could have thought at the time it 
was made, for it brings to light another class of money-lenders who 
have been: conducting what might be calied a legalised ramp for 
the past eighty years—the pawnbrokers. 


In the case of a money-lender he lends money without any 
security with the exception of a duly-stamped piece of paper on 
which appears the amount owed and two signatures. Should both 
the signatories leave the Colony or declare bankruptcy or pass on to 
a better world, the lender has, to use an Americanism, “to whistle for 
his money.” Or, should the borrower be unable to repay and the 
lender resorts to the Law Courts, the latter has to run the risk of

LOSS-PROOF. BUSINESS 


These good Samaritans, 
whose business is absolutely 
fool-proof and loss-proof, are 
permitted by law to fatten on 
the misery of those unfortun- 
ate enough to turn to them for 
temporary succour as, according 
to the Second ‘Schedule in the 
Ordinance, they are allowed to 
charge 10 per cent. for the first 
moon (that is, a lunar month 
of 29 days) and six. per. cent. 
for each sucteeding moon up 
to elght” ‘moons for “special 
classes of goods,” and from 10 
per cent, ‘and three per cent. 
to two per cent. and one-and- 
one-half per vent. for ordinary 
goods!! 


At the expiry of eight moons, 
the borrowtr has elther to repay 
both principal and interest for the 
entire period or the loan can be 
extended on payment of the ac- 
cumulated interest. Interest can- 
not be paid monthly,-nor can the 
principal be paid by instalments.
